The last free open range in thr 
central part of Queenstown is now 
a thing of the past and in fact it i 
fast disappearing from the whole 
district. For years sections 27 and 
26, owing to the fact that it con- 
tained thebest spring in the district, 
near Austin Brown's place, has 
been a mecca for stock belonging to 
surrounding settlers. Section 27 
has now been leased by Messrs. 
Williams and Earl Mills and is be- 
ing fenced in while the south half 
of section 26 is being broke up by 
Mike Mohner, and James O’Leary 
has bought the north-west quarter of 
26, Further south the school sec- 
tion is also being fenced, the north- 
half§ by the Burke Bros , while the 
south-half is leased to Harry Dietz. 
From now on all farmers having 
stock will have to manage to keep 
than on their own land, Thir pas 
ture question in spite of all the dis 
cussion and advice given in agricul- 
tural papers is still to be solved sat- 
isfactory. We all admit that grain 
growing pure and simple is not good 
farming and we are often told that 
if farming is to be a success stock 
must be kept. The question is how 
is stock to be kept from about May 
15th tu the time threshing is done. 

Between threehing time and the 
time grain is up it is easy enough to 
feed a bunch of stock as they can 
run to the straw stacks and all over 
the field, But at the present high 
grain prices no man on a quarter or 
a half dectiou of land can afford to 
leave 50 to a hundred acres idle for 
pasture and after the native grass is 
eaten down close it grows very 
slowly. 

Alfalfa will grow fairly well in 
Queenstown if put in on old well 
worked land, but while all right for 
hayjis no good for pasture for when 
eaten down toelose in the fall it will 
kill out in the winter. Fine Brown 
western rye grass grows fairly well 
but does not seem to fill the bil 
entirely. It will likely be necessary 
to plough up some of the land now 
in pasture and seed to oats, rye or 
Boiwething else to turn the stock 
on during the summer. However,

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Lightning Rod Protection 
Insurance Companiaa Appreciate its 


Advantages to Rural Risks 


An insurance authority, in speaking 
of the fire losses of April last, said: 
“Lightning has caused considerable 
loss during the month, especially 
throughout central and eastern On 
tario and Western Quebec, On the 
25th and 26th of the month, 34 barns 
and nine dwellings were damaged in 
Ontario, and on the 27th, 18 buildings 
were struck in the province of Que- 
bec, If an enquiry were made it would 
doubtless be found that none of these 
buildings was rodded. When it is re- 
membered that lightning loss upon 
farm property in Ontario and Quebec 
costs the insurance companies well 
over $400,000 a year and that losses 
not covered by insurance probably 
amount to an equal or even greater 
sum, it seems strange that farmers do 
not more generally adopt so simple 
a means of protection as the lightning 
rod.” 

Much has been said and written of 
recent years as to the value of light- 
ning rods a of fire protec- 
tion. This question has especially in- 
terested insurance companies, who 
have to provide for the primary loss. 
When, however, insurance officials 
make such statements as that quoted 
above, it is apparent that only a small 
part of the ultimate loss is borne by 
them. Farmers, especially in eastern 
Canada, are paying this loss. True, 
the insurance companies collect 


money from a large number and pay |? 


it over to those who suffer from 
lightning, but the farmers pay the 
price, as well as the cost of making 
the collection, The heavy loss by 
lightning must be provided for 
through an increased premium paid 
by farmers for their insurance. It is, 
therefore, advisable for those 
must try this heavy charge to 
precautions to protect property. 

The data collected by United States 
Farmers’ mutual fire insurance com- 
panies demonstrated that lightning 
is one of the principal causes of fire 
in rural districts. 

Canadian farmers’ mutual insurance 
companies are also taking a great in- 
terest in lightning losses, and almost 
unanimously make reduction in pre

Splendid Educational Work of the 
Canadian Society for the Protec-

In past years, one of the atest 
obstacles encountered in the effort to 
secure proper protection for the wild 
life of Canada has been the lack of 
strong, organized endeavor, independ- 
ent of official connection, The work 
of the Canadian Society for the Pro- 
tection of Birds, incorporated in 1915 
promises, in large measure, to remedy) 
this difficulty. The objects of this 
society, stated generally, are as fol- 
lows: 

(a) To instruct the public regarding 
the importance of protecting bird life 
in the interests of the country by hold- 
ing meetings, lecturers and exhibi- 
tions. 

(b) To publish and distribute liter- 
ature relating to birds, and 
ate with the federal and provincial 
governments and regularly organized 
naturel history societies throughout 
Canada in this respect; also to 
quire and maintain a library, 

(c) To secure legislation in 
of bird protection in addition 
isting legislation and to assist 
forcing the same, 

(d) To forward the study of migra- 
tion and all other matters relating 
to the nature of birds, 

From the foregoing it wiil be seen 
that the work of this society is main- 
ly educational.
